Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-4 are allowed which have been re-numbered to as 1-2, respectively. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 3, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
an assigner for assigning a plurality of audio signals corresponding to arbitrary ones of 
the second volume control devices to the first volume control device in combination with 
other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 3. 

Claim 4 is allowed by virtue of its dependency on claim 3.
